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ANOTHER ARTICLE BY HANS LAURITZSN 


We are indebted to our regular writer of science artiuresfor yet another of 
his very informative letters* and to our science students we ask them to 
express their opinions and also if they desire more of these valuable talks. 

In my last letter I told you something about the experiment made by Dr.Marcel 
Pages* and you are quite right that tlere is a certain resemblance between 
Dr. Pages arrangements and tae Tesla coil . In fact the same phenomena is 
produced in both cases viz.. a light metal plate is pushed away by a free 
magnetic force • As you mention*Tesla had a coil of wire charged with 

electv’-^ity* and his plate was made of aluminium • 

Dr. Page's arrangement is more complicated and the effect greater; and his 
plate is made of mica. Several researchers claim that official science pays 
too little attention to these experiments • . This has been true. 

There are two main reasonswhy scientists have not worked with these phemomena. 
Firstly it could not be explained what force caused the action. The only 
explanation given is that light metal is pushed away by free magnetic force 
fields* but this is more a description than an explanation . . Secondly they 
said that the phenomenon was a cuiiosity * but that it had no practical poss¬ 
ibilities* So the state of things has remained so until recenlty. 

The military or civilian race or competition of today has changed the situ¬ 
ation * and we cannot afford not to use a phenomenpn, because we cannot 
explain it thoroughly. Both in the USA and the Soviet Union * scientists are 
working with this program and related programs*. In order to use the phenom¬ 
enon for propulsion • we have to make the following improvements; the aluminium 
plate has to be connected with the foundation on which the coil of wire is 
placed • The upward drift of the aluminium plate has to be so great . that itcan 
take with it both the coil and the source of electricity. 

The problem is how to make a very impressive but very light battery* so that 
the whole apparatus can rise in the air. Do you remember that the famous 
Herman Oberth has said* that he is working with an electric method of pro¬ 
pulsion for space crafts. 

You want more information about the experiment carried out by Dr Marcel 
Page’s • However* I have not any details here. The experiment together with 
other experiments have been described in the papers issued by CERG. Thesp papers 
are not for sale, but only distributed to members of CERG. Dr. Umberto. Bon - 
figlioli. Via Borhesano Luchese. 24 Rome Italy. Or to Mr Shneiderov. who is 
head of the delgation in USA. I reccomend that you write to these Dr. Bonfig- 
lioli is the General Secretary of Cerg * 

The Indian man who told you to learn as many things about as many things as you 
could * is certainly right .

. that it is impossible to learn everything about just one single subject. In 
order to get an impression of where mankind stands today, we have to get inform¬ 
ation from all activities. 

One has to seek for the most 
recent reports in all respects and reports containing information . which was 
quite unknown before. The most imortant is to find tae frontiers between what 
mankind knows and what mankind does not yet know . From time to time you will 
gain the experience to find out* whether information placed before you is some-

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thijjg quite new. In whatever field you are going to be specializing in. 

The all round knowledge of where mankind stands today will be of help to you 
when you are going to make decisions.

GIANT BALL GLOWED LIKE THE SUN . 

A giant objedt which glowed like the sun , and tracelling at tremendous speed 
exploded in the sea with a terrifying roar off Mt. Brummond 9 on lower Eyre 
Peninsula yesterday evening. 

About five minutes later 9 the previously quiet surf was heard 12 miles away 
roaring and pounding on the shore.

" It was difficult to estimate tne height at which the object passed , because

" It was also hard to estimate its size because of its bright light . " 1 

He said it was difficult to estimate just how loud the explosion was because 
of trie shock waves to his ears which had badly effected them . 

" We cab hear the sea when it is rough from the house" " It was a calm sea 
yesterday and we could hear it. ? but after the explosion we could hear it 
roaoring and this lasted for about 30 seconds " 

However it may be some time before any dead fish arew washed ashore. 

Thinking the whole thing over I think the object could have been a meteor 
" IT appeared to be slowing down before it went into the sea. • I formed t 
this opinion because of the brilliant trail following it. 

" If it was a guided missile from Woomera I feel it would not have been fired 
in this direction . "

has caused the mystery crater discovered in a Dorset filed in Engalnd. 

He suggested that the Saucer was 500 ft. across and weighed about 600 tons 
and had a crew of 50 • 

It had possibly come from somewhere near the planet Uranous. 

According to his theory , it made a forced landing and bounced across 3 fields 
before righting itself and flying off. again • 

He led Army men across fields near the village of Charlton , and pointed out 
a series of markings • these led to the original crater • where a bomb dis¬ 
posal unit had been probing for nearly a week. 

He thinks the saucer batteries failed 9 it then made aforced landing to rec¬ 
tify a fault, but its Commander misjudged the height 9 and made a bumpy touch 
down in a series of hops. He led the tropes to another crater and to series 
of markings and depressions • these led to the original crater where the bomb 
disposal had beem working . 

He sai also that if the Saucers were following a line of magnetic flux 
it would lead to Britain . Dr Randall said he formerly worked at the Woomera 
Rocket Range in Australia. He said he had come to Britain because he expec¬ 
ted something like this to happen • 

He said that the incident linked with evidence of other " landings" 11 in 
Australia and France in the last few years • 

Coming from Uranous , the craft would take several years to make the return, 
journey, and theywould be due now after the last one in France.

ARMY SEES NEW CRATERS. 

NEWS 25/7/ 63. 

LONDON . Wed. British Army disposal Units are investigating two more mys¬ 
tery craters 9 this time in SCOTLAND,, 


Army sappers are trying to find the cause of a crater in a potatoe field 
in England ( Dorset ) which has given rise to theories of a " flying saucer" 
visit• 

The Scottish craters were found on a hillside about 21 miles south if Dunbar 
in East Lothian . 

They are irregular in shape • having a mean diameter of about 16 f±. and adepth 
of about 3 ft • 

They are 12 ft . apart and 12 channels varying in length up to 44 ft radiate 
from them • Pieces of turf up to 3 ft. wide are scattered to 40 yards from 
the craters • About 35 ft. from the craters are a series of square holes 
measuring 1 ft wide and 2 ft deep. Lothian police are also investigati ng

The same issue stated t at " There are many hospitals in many countries whm?e 
large number of victims of Television have been admitted. " Why is it that 
in America no hospital has connected TV viewing with cases that came through 
its doors? For an extra fee some hospitals even provide TV sets for patients. 

In the same publication for March 1963o it pursues the subject further by 
reprinting these clippings.

" The 42 year old British Dr. 3.A. Rose , draws the attention of his fellow 
countrymen to a new danger of TV; the so called ’TV -angina '. 

According to Dr. Rose, more and more cases of this type of illness are ad¬ 
mitted into his clinic. The heart specialist even stated that TV viewing 
is one of the most frequent causes of heart attacks" .
